Long-gun registry 
survives close vote 


O Just two votes decide registry’s fate O Conservative MPs say they will use issue as

Politics have clouded the Conservatives’ at¬ 
tempt to scrap the long-gun registiy, but 
they see a silver lining in the aftermath of 
last night’s cliff-hanger vote — it’s fodder 
for the campaign trail. 

MPs voted 153-151 to kill a Toiy private 
member’s bill to scrap the registiy, taking 
the hot-button issue off the legislative table 
for this session. 

But the Conservatives say the razor-thin 
vote margin shows the tide is turning and 
the political fight will rage on.

Prime Minister Stephen Harper said the 
result will only embolden his party. “After 
15 years, opposition to the long-gun reg¬ 
istiy is stronger than it has ever been.” 

Liberal Leader Michael Ignatieff said the 
refusal to give up “is exactly the political 
approach that does our countiy harm” by 
exacerbating rural-urban divisions. 

NDP Leader Jack La 5 fton predicted Harp¬ 
er will continue to play “the politics of divi¬ 
sion.”

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Province makes an $88M error 


An accounting error in last 
April’s budget forecast un¬ 
derreported Nova Scotia’s 
2009-10 deficit by almost 
$88 million, Finance Minis¬ 
ter Graham Steele revealed 
yesterday. 

According to senior offi¬ 
cials within the finance de¬ 
partment, the error was the 
result of misunderstanding 
Nova Scotia’s share of per¬ 
sonal income tax — a na¬ 
tional pool collected and 


distributed by Ottawa. 

In April, Steele attrib¬ 
uted a $155 million in¬ 
crease in income tax 
revenues to a stronger- 
than-expected recoveiy 
from the recession. Yester¬ 
day, he clarified a majority 
of that increase was due to 
the error. 

“As a result, revenue was 
overstated and the deficit 
has been revised to $330 
million (from $242 mil¬ 


lion),” he said, adding that 
since discovering the error, 
the department has taken 
steps to improve internal 
checks and balances. 

According to Steele, the 
error will have no effect on 
Nova Scotia taxpayers. 

“It could have made a 
difference if we had said ... 
‘OK, we’re ahead of budget, 
let’s treat that as extra 
spending money,”’ he said. 

“But... our approach has

quoting his oft-repeated 
mantra on spending re¬ 
straint. 

While it would seem nat¬ 
ural for opposition mem¬ 


bers to pounce on such an 
error, both finance critics 
were forgiving on the issue. 

“It adds obviously to the 
debt of the province, but 
businesses make mistakes 
in their accounting,” said 
Liberal MIA Leo Glavine. 
“Human error is a reality ... 
but I don’t read anj^hing 
into that there was some¬ 
thing sinister around that 
$87 million.”

Deficit not as bad 
as predicted to be 


O But back-to-balance schedule 
stays the same 


Nova Scotia is facing a 
slightly smaller deficit 
than originally predicted, 
according to a finance de¬ 
partment forecasts re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

Despite lower-than- 
expected revenues, the 
2010-11 deficit is expected 
to be $203 million — $18.8 
million less than originally 
estimated. 

Total revenues are fore¬ 
cast to be $8.7 billion, or 
$16 million less than budg¬ 
et estimates. 

The decline in revenues 
is offset by a $ 12-million 
share of a national lawsuit 
settlement, as well as the 
increase in HST ($7 mil¬ 
lion), increased tobacco 
tax revenues ($6.6 million), 
and favourable interest 
rates decreasing debt serv¬ 
icing costs ($25.4 million). 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said the slight¬ 
ly rosier forecast does not 
necessarily mean the 
province will be “back to 
balance” before scheduled. 

“Our plan is, at the mo-

With the summer we’ve 
had, people are more likely 
to greet the falling leaves 
with relief than sadness. 

At 12:09 this morning, 
summer officially ended 
with the autumnal equi¬ 
nox. 

The record-breaking 
heat wave at the end of Au¬ 
gust and into September 
sent summer out with a 
bang this year.

terms of the temperature, 
there’s no doubt about 
that,” said Environment 
Canada meteorologist Bob 
Robichaud.

“The normals are cer¬ 
tainly warmer than the av¬ 
erage, but I don’t have any 
hard figures to suggest this 
is approaching the 
warmest summer (on 
record). It doesn’t look like 
it.” 

And so far, fall is off to a 
warm start: Today’s tem¬ 
peratures are expected to 
reach a sunny 19 C. 

Long-term models sug¬ 
gest September, October 
and November will keep 
up with the trend of above¬ 
normal temperatures, Ro¬ 
bichaud said. 


“In terms of the precipi¬ 
tation, it looks like it’s 
right around average for 
this period,” he said. 

A slight nudge in tem¬ 
perature won’t keep the 
leaves on the trees any 
longer than usual, Ro¬ 
bichaud said. 

“It’s more a question of 
wind,” he said. “But the 
leaves changing colour has 
to do with the amount of 
sunlight that’s available 
and that’s usually constant 
because that has to do with 
our alignment with the 
planets.”

The world’s nations have 
pledged more than $40 bil¬ 
lion to battle needless 
deaths among poor moth¬ 
ers and their children, and 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma spoke about what 
America can do to help the 
UN’s ambitious develop¬ 
ment goals. 

But the struggling world 
economy, particularly in 
the United States, raises 
deep concerns that the cash 
won’t be forthcoming. 
Leaders exhorted financial 
donors to fulfil their aid 
commitments. 

“The crisis is no excuse 
for letting up our efforts, 
but underscores the need 
for actions,” UN Secretaiy- 
General Ban Ki-moon said 
as he wrapped up the three- 
day Millennium Develop¬ 
ment Goals summit. 

With many countries 
still hurting from the global 
economic crisis, the secre-

taiy-general has repeatedly 
urged governments not to 
abandon the world’s one 
billion people living on less 
than $1.25 a day. 

The United States and 
Britain said they will con¬ 
tinue to do their part to 
help the global poor. 

“We will keep our prom¬ 
ises and honour our com¬ 


mitments,” President 
Barack Obama told world 
leaders. 

Britain’s Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Glegg urged 
other countries to join 
Britain in meeting aid com¬ 
mitments. 

The goals “are not sim¬ 
ply charity, nor are they 
pure altruism,” Glegg said. 

“They are also the key to 
lasting safety and future 
prosperity.” 

Worldwide eveiy year, 
an estimated eight million 
children still die before 
reaching their fifth birth¬ 
day, and about 350,000 
women die during pregnan¬ 
cy or childbirth. 

Along with easing mater¬ 
nal and child mortality, the 
goals included cutting ex¬ 
treme poverty by half, en¬ 
suring universal primaiy 
education, halting and re¬ 
versing the HIV/AIDS pan¬ 
demic.

No, because I think it’s 
such an overused word — 
and a misunderstood 
word. And I think Kludd is 
just more of a guy — well, 
an owl, I should say — 
searching for recognition, 
you know? I’ve read inter¬ 
views with people who’ve 
played serial killers — not 
that Kludd’s a serial killer 
by any stretch of the imag¬ 
ination — but you play the 
reality of the situation. 
And the sanity or insanity 
of the person is not for you 
to judge. 

Since this is an animated film, 
did you work with your co- 
stars at all? 

Never. We saw it yester¬ 
day for the first time.

An ex-TV psychic, a

If you’re wondering who to 
thank for all the attention 
soft rock icons Hall and 
Oates have been getting 
lately, talk to Montreal/New 
York duo Chromeo.

For many, the thought of 
buying art can be daunt¬ 
ing. But adding art to your 
home and displaying it 
well doesn’t necessitate 
spending a fortune or hir¬ 
ing an expert to hang it. 
You can do it all on your 
own and on a budget. 

Manny Neubacher and 
Anya Shor, founders of The 
Art Stylists — a Toronto- 
based free art consultation 
service providing art solu¬ 
tions for homes businesses 
and event spaces — say the 
number one rule when 
choosing art is to pick 
something that speaks to 
you. In essence, you should 
love it. After all, you’ll be 
looking at it eveiy day. 

“Art is the quickest way 
to change the feeling in a 
room,” explains Shor, 
adding that if you have a 
specific wall in mind for 
where the art will go, 
measure it so you know 
your limitations. “If you se¬ 
lect a piece that’s too large 


or too small for the wall it 
will look odd,” she adds. 

One way to really add 
impact to a hallway or din¬ 
ing room wall is by hang¬ 
ing multiple pieces of art 
in a gallery style. 

“But you need to make 
sure all the art pieces work 
with one another in some 
way,” says Shor. Whether 
it’s the subject matter, 
colour, size or framing, 
there should be one ele¬ 
ment that ties them all to¬ 
gether in an interesting 
way. 

When it comes to small 
spaces, Neubacher says: 
“Tiy not to overwhelm it 
with a frame that is too 
loud or too strong, unless 
everything else is minimal 
and subdued.” 

And always be sure to 
have a firm budget in 
place. “It’s great to know 
how much you want to 
spend on your art before 
you start looking,” advises 
Neubacher.

When the temperature 
starts to cool down and the 
leaves start to fall from the 
trees, it’s time to start 
thinking about closing the 
cottage for the summer.
